Court of Appeals Passes on 
Questions of Divorce. 


CASES REVERSED. 


TRIAL JUDGE HAS NO RIGHT TO 
PRIVATE VIEWE. 


SEVERAL 


Provisions of the Statutes Must Be Ob- 
served When the Testimony Is 
Clear, Reagrdless of Per- 
sonal Opinion. 


The St. Louis Court of Appeals does not 
take kindly to Judge Spencer's views on the 
divorce question. 

It reversed his decision in two cases Tues- 
Gay and laid down the rule that Circuit 
Judges must not permit their personal opin- 
fons and prejudices to influence them in 
passing upon divorce petitions. Their whole 
duty, says the court in substance, is 
interpret the law to the letter and not go 
outside of it in performing the duties of 
their offices, although they may think that. 
by doing so, they promote the best interests 
of society. 

Margaret L. Kilpatrick was refused ea d!- 
vorce from Joseph H. Kilpatrick by Judge 
Spencer. She appealed to the Si. Louls 
Court of Appeals, where the judgment of 
the lower court was set aside and a decree 
of divorce entered as prayed. In disposing 
of the case, Judge Bend said: 

On the trial, the evidence showed that the 
parties intermarried on the Yth of April, 1890, 
and lived together until Dec. 1, 1895, when the

Hence 
the trial Judge had no right to conclude that 
ebe was not an innocent and injured party; and. 
conceding that such was his personal opinion, 
as it was wholly unsupported by an evidentiary 
basis, it did not warrant him in refusing her the 
relief to which she was entitled by law under 
the record. 


Judge Biggs filed a dissenting opinion. 
He said the trial judge was in a much bet- 
ter position to determine whether the plain- 
tif! was an innocent and injured party, as 
she was before him and under his obser- 
vation, While it was not permitted by the 

llate Court to see her. 
e said that a witness’ words might in- 
dicate innocence and injury, but that her 
manner might be impudent and insulting. 


He thought that as Judge Spencer had 
carefully observed her, it must be pre- 
sumed he was displeased with her de- 


meanor. 


The case of Bertha Ulrey against Harry 
Ulrey Was also appealed from Judge Spen- 
cers court. He had refused the plaintiff 
a divorce because he was not satisfied that 
she was an innocent and injured party. The 
allegation was desertion and it was sup- 
ported by three unimpeached witnesses. 

The Appellate Judges held that this was 
sufficient testimony und@ the statute and 
that, In the absence of improper demeanor 
on the witness stand, Judge Spencer should 
have found for the plaintiff. As he did not 
mention any improper conduct in his find- 
i . it Was presumed that there was none. 

n its opinion, in which the entire cour: 


concurred, the followin language was 
used: ° 

Ma is a etatus created’ fostered and 
controlied by law because it is necessary to 


the welfore, if not to the very life, of society, 
end being a matter of supreme public interest, 
the causes for the dissolution of the contract 
sre defined by statute. Whether thie policy 
of the State, as evidenced by its enactments 
on the subject of divorce, is wise or unwise, is 
a question for lation. It is the duty of 
courts to enforce those statutes, 
mot to repeal them, the latter being the ex- 
elusive prerogative of the law-making body. 


The Court of Appeals reversed the de- 
cision of the Circuit Court for Marion 
County in awarding Henry F. Meredith a 
divorce from Ada Meredith. The record 
showed that the plaintiff had wronged 
the defendant and had married her under 
a threat of prosecution. few weeks 
later he applied for a divorce on the 

round that he had married his wife under 
uress and was not a free agent at the 
time. The decree was granted and the 
defandant sepeene. 

The Appellate Court held that the de- 
cree should be set aside on moral, if not 
for 5 4 other grounde. In his opinion 
Judge Bland said: 

He did what he was morally obliged to do 
married the woman, and fulfilled the promise 
be bad made to her. ‘“Evrery noble sentiment of 

the human heart protests against annulling a 

marriage contracted under such circumstances, 

and it should not be done except upon the 
ceareat and most satisfactory proof Equity 
will not bastardize an innocent child and

Disturbances Threatened at the Vil- 
lage Election in Progress Tues- 
day at Winstanley 
Park.

Postmaster Hilker’s wound was found to 
be slighr, the bullet having struck a rib 
and glaiwed.

AD DOG Ii 
MAN'S CLOTHES: 


Strange Scene in a Missouri 
Courtroom. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

OZARK, Mo., April 18.—A dead dog was 
carried into the courtroom here this morn- 
ing to illustrate expert testimony in the 
Bilyeu-Meadows murder trial. The dog 
was shot this morning in the suburbs of 
Ozark by F. M. Howell, expert on gun- 
shot wounds. Acting under direction of 
the court. The dog was dressed as a man. 
Howell fired five shots, using Bud Mead- 
ow's Winchester and Hosea Bilyeu's 38- 


caliber pistol. Both weapons figured in 
the tragedy of last Thanksgiving day. 

The object in clothing ana shooting the 
dog waa to demonstrate the difference in 
appearance of wounds made by the re- 
spective weapons, the Winchester ball pass- 
ing through the body, while the pistol ball 
was only imbedded in the flesh. 

This unique test was introduced to show 
that the Bilyeus were shot with a Win- 
chester. The defense claimed that the 
Winchester and pistol would make identical 
wounds. 

Bud -Meadows, who killed three of the 
Bilyeus, was on the witness stand nearly 
all forenoon. He reviewed the feud and the 
battle and described how Mre. Steve Bil- 
yeu had wounded him twelve times with a 
pruning knife while the fight was going 
on. 

Meadows made a good witness in his own 
behalf. His story seemed to impress the 
jury with the view that while ne killed 
three men. all the shots that he fired 
in his desperate battle were in de- 
fense of his own, life. Frank Taber, Steve 
Bilyeu’s son-in-law, who was wounded in 
the fight was the only man on his side 
except Bud Meadows that got hurt. He 
was arrested after the killing with the 
other parties, but released at the prelimi- 
nary trial. Taber swore that the shooting 
was begun by his father-in-law tte 
Bilyeu boys. 

Severa! other witnesses told that the Bil- 
yeus opened the battle. 

The history of Bud Meadows’ Winches- 
ter was traced through its eventful career 
by the State in cross-examination to-day. 
The gun had been in the possession of the 
Meadows but a short time before the bat- 
tle, and the prosecution sought to show 
that the slayer of the Bilyeus traded for 
the Winchester with a view to the fatal 
termination of the partnership fence feud. 

Ike Lewis of Taney County, the Bear 
Creek deer killer and Bald Knobber, was 
the original owner of the gun. Lewis was 
charged with betng a leading spirit in the 
Williams-Bright mob at Forsythe several 
years ago. ig Ike was killed at a Bear 
Creek dance some time after the indict- 
ment against him for the murder of Depu- 
ty Sheriff Williams was dismissed. Sev- 
eral former owners of the famous gun de- 
scribed it in court.

Frank B. Jones, Monroe H. Kulp, Thomas 
B. Moyles, Robert Evans, John J, Coyle 
and M,; J. Costello. 

Spatz is at pregent a member of the 
Hlovse from Werks County, «nd is a Demo- 
erat. Kulp was a member of the Fifty 
fourth and Fifty-fitth Congresses from the 
Seventeenth Pennsevivania District, and {s 
a Republican. Covie, Cestello, Byrne and 
Movies were formerly in the .

WILL PLATT CALL A HALT? 


BELIEF THAT THE BOSS WILL BE 
TAKEN TO ALBANY. 


If He Persists in His Refusal to An- 
swer Questions the Legislature 
Can Imprison Him for Con. 
tempt of Authority. 


NEW YORK, April 18.—The Mazet Com- 
mittee is not in session to-day and Richard 
Croker has a respite. 

The impression is that the Tammany -boss 
will be brought before the Legislature, 
and if he still declines to anewer the ques.- 
tions to which he refused to reply before 
the committee he will be adjudged in con- 
tempt and imprisoned unti) ho changes 
his mind. 

Possibly Platt’s influence wil! be exerted 
to save him, and the matter may be com- 
promised. 

Croker’s open defiance of the committee's 
authority came when he peremptorily re- 
fused to tell, when ordered to dv so by 
Chairman Mazet, whether he had given his 
s0n Frank $17,000 to start him in business or 
whether he owned stock in the Auto-truck 
or Westinghouse companies. 

Mr. Moss asked Mr. Mazet to direct Mr. 

Croker to answer the questions. Mr. Ma- 
zet did so. Mr. Croker still declined to an- 
swer. Then Mr. Moss repeated many of the 
questions which Mr. Craker had refused to 
answer on Saturday, including questions as 
to how much Auto-truck stock he held and 
how much me paid for it. Chairman Mazet 
directed Mr. Croker to answer all these 
questions, but Mr. Croker persisted in his 
refusal. 
_ During the examination Mr. Croker again 
stated that he controlled the New York ju- 
diciary and the nomination of men for the 
bench. This was brought out by the ques- 
tions concerning the turning down of Daly 
and the nomination of Leventritt. When 
closely pressed on the subject of Tammany 
expenditures and methods, Mr. Croker pet- 
ulantly exclaimed: “You are trying to 
make us out a pack of thieves, and you 
can't do it.” 


The Tammany boss declared he was op- 
posed to civil service. and admitted that 
many of the appointees under the present 
administration never underwent examina- 
tion. He admitted that he had paid no per- 
sonal taxes last year, and that he has paid 
none this year. He was served with a per- 
sonal tax notice calling for $50,000, but said 
he did not pay it because the mortgages on 
his real estate amounted to more than the 
taxes. His stocks, he claimed, are non- 
taxable. 

In the frankest manner possible he de- 
clared that when Tammany is in power the 
organization should-control the entire mu- 
nicivality. He also admitted that they con- 
trolled the Democratic legislators at Albany 
ane used them to watch Republican mem- 

eres, 

In closing the examination Mr. Moss said: 
“There are some questions which have been 

ut Into ny hands by lawyers who are tak- 
Aga great interest in this matter of ju- 

asseséments, but I think we can de- 
er therm toa filture time. Mr..Croker has 
stated that he is going to stay with us. I 
am glad ~f #hat. so we can give him a little 
rest and develop something else. I think. 
Mr. (Croker. we will subpoena you for the 
time beine for a week from to-day (passing 
Mr. Croker a subpoena). and if anything 
occurs to change our plans we will let you 
know beforehand." 

Another startling episode during the ex- 
amination was the appearance upon the 
stand of Simon Buttner. former proprietor 
of the notorious Broadway Garden. who 
testified that he paid Capt. Price—then 
roundsmen—of the Tendertoin precinct. $100 
per month. and promised the latter half of 
what he made from “tricks which he 
turned.” meaning that he wae to divide 
with the officer the proceeds of robberies. 
This money. he said, was in turn to be 4di- 
vi4ed with Tnsnector Williams. 

Throveh the kindness of friend« at court 
and fe\low-membere of the bar. Robert Ma- 
zet, Chairman of the Leeislative Investigat- 
ine Committee succeeded in ocbtainine an 
absolute divorce from his wife on Jan. 6 
last. without the rvblicity that ucually at- 
tends the making @f euch a stev by a man 
in nubile life.

TAMMANY SACHEMS.

CHOCTAWS KILI THREE AND 
SERIOUSLY WOUND A BOY. 


TWO VICTIMS WERE WOMEN. 


Nine Men Now in Jail for the Shock- 
ing Crimes Committed Near 
Cold Springs. 


ANTLERS, I. T., April 18.—Eight prison- 
ers are in jail here on the charge of witch 
baiting. It is charged that with Solomon 
Holema they killed an old woman named 
Cole, a young man named Amos Morris 
and another aged woman mamed Green- 
wood—all full-blooded Choctaw Indians. It 
is charged that they also shot and seriously 
wounded an Indian boy 15 years old. All the 
parties who did the killing are full-blood- 


ed Choctaws. 

Deputy Marshals Ennis and Everidge 
came in last night from Grant with the 
prmeonsrs. They are Tobias Williams, Sam 

ry, Sam Tynatubbie, Moses Kaunatub- 
bie, Osborn Batiste, Jim Skelton, Ben Cole 
and Allen Tynatubbie. 

There has been a great deal of sickness 
in the neighborhood of Cold Springs, eight 
miles west of Gramt, for several months 
Though a number of deaths occurred, the 
fatal malady remained without diagnosis. 

For some weeks Sam Tynatubbie, who 
poses as a doctor or “medicine man’ 
among the Indians, held meetings, which 
were attended by all of the men now un- 
der arrest. Others were also present at 
these meetings. Ghostly incantations were 
continued for hours, the mtn gee os be- 
coming worked up to the highest pitch of 
frenzy. 

The outgrowth of these meetings Was a 
conclusion that certain persons in the 
neighborhood were witches, and that they 
must be killed as soon as possible, In order 
to abate the epidemic of illness. 

Last Friday Solomon Hotema, it is 
charged, assembled Tobias Williams, Sam 
Fry, Mose Kaunatubbie and Ben Cole, and, 
after arming himself and his followers, 
started out on a witch ‘hunt. 

The first one to feel the witch-hunter’s 
vengeance was the Cole woman. Hotema is 
said to haye fired a load of buckshot into 
her body at close range, literally riddling 
her. Afterward, it is claimed, killed 
young Morris. Later the Greenwood woman 
was murdered, and then the witch-hufter 
wounded the bov, who owes his life to his 
swiftness of foot. 

Hotema was lodged in jail at Antlers Fri- 
day night. 

Since then a reign of terror has prevailed 
in the Cold Springs neighborhood, it being 
reported thut the fanatics had several men 
and women marked as objects of their ven- 
geance. 

Yesterday morning Deputies Ennis 
Everidge, accompanied by a posse, went 
into the neighborhood and arrested the 
ringleader, or ‘“‘medicine man,” Sam Tyna- 
tubbie, and the seven other prisoners al- 
ready mentioned. 

The accused were given examination yes- 
terday before Commissioner Hacket. All of 
them can read and write with the excep- 
tion of Tynatubbie, the ‘‘medicine man.’ 
Hotema is well educated. He is an ex-Judge 
of Kiamichi County, and is the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney of the Third District of the 
Choctaw courts.

CONTRACT RATE OF INTEREST. 


How Laws Fixing a Legal Rate Affect 
the Borrower Who Has Inferior | 
Security to Offer for a Loan. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


A bill to reduce the contract rate of in« 
terest from 8 per cent to 7 per cent has 
passed the lower House, and is now before 
the Senate of the State Legislature. The 
money sharke, strange ae it may seem, ap- 
pear to -be exceedingly anxious for this 
bill to become a law. The reason is plain. 
When a man can get money Within legal 
rates, he does not have to resort to money 
sharks. The lower contract rate of in- 
terest is made by law,:the more those who 
cannot get money within the legal rate 
have to pay. Money can be borrowed now 
in St. Louis on centrally located business 
property at 4% per eent, If the contract 
rate Were made, eay 3 per cert, it Is evi- 
dent that there is no property on which 
money could be borrowed at 44 per cent, 
It would be then impossible to get it at 
all, or at best at a very high rate to pay 
the lender for the risk of usury. 

There are some sections of the State 
where they cn botrow money at 8 per 
cent. If tne contract rate is made 7 per 
cent, they will have to pay 12 or 16 per 
cent, as the usurious lender may require. 
The lower the contract fate i# attempted 
to be made, the higher the ectual rate is 
made, Keduc.ing the rate from 8 per cent 
to 7 per cent outlaws those borrowers who 
have to pay more than 7 per cent. Red@uc- 
ing the contract rate to 6 per cent would 
damage a still larger class of borrowers 
and so on. If the contract rate were made 
4 per cent, there are very few who would 
he able to get mohey except at exhorbitant 
rate to pay lenders for the risk of som» 
One pleading usury. If the Legisiature ' 
could provide the contract ro. to aL. By 
for money, end enable ali to get at 
that rate, it would be a very penny ~ rng 
If that could be done it would be weil to 
fix it at 2 per cent and give every one 
cheap money.

SHE WILL TELL HER STORY. 


WEATHER RECORDS MAY OVER- 
THROW THE STATE’S CASE. 


The Prisoner Appeared at the Trial To- 
Day Costumed in a Spring Suit, 
With Green and White 
Striped Waist. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent, 


CANTON, 0O., April 18.—The defense of 
Mrs. Annie George will be complete and 
absolute denial of any connection with the 
killing of George D. Gaxton. At the right 
titme she will testify to that effect. This 
programme comes from unquestionable 
sources. The defense will attack the 
State's case by expert evidence. They will 
begin on the only direct identification of- 
fered, that of Mre. Christina Esckroate, 
showing that her story is impossible. Prof. 
Charles F. GStoakey, a meteorologist, will 
show by weather records that it rained be- 
fore and after the tragedy. When Mrs, 
George was arrested her shoes were cov- 
ered with dust. They would have been 
covered with mud if she nad crossed the 
vacant lot. Mrs. Eckroate’s addiction to 
morphine will also be used upon ingenious 
lines of attack to destroy her credibility. 
The campaign of the defense to kill al- 
leged circumstantial evidence has been 
carefully planned. The Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent's informant, who has been in 
the confidence of Mrs. George from the 
very first, said: “There Was never any 
defense but complete denial: none other 
wae ever considered. The State's case is 
weaker than expectetd. They failed to 
establish any connection between Mra. 
George and the revolver, and their only 
witness of any value, a dope fiend, will be 
made useless. The defense welcomed the 
evidence of threats to show Mrs. George's 
mental condition as a result of Saxton’s 
treatment of her. The case hag gone Mrs. 
George's way from the start.’’ 

Mrs. George appeared to-day in a new 
spring costume, a green and white striped 
silk waist and a dark blue skirt. Her faitn- 
ful retainers, Mrs. Siddinger, her sister, 
Mrs. St. Clair, and her aunt, Mrs, Brown, 
were with her as usual. Flowers were on 
the table and the rail was lined with women 
eager with words of hope and encourage- 
ment. Mrs. George moved along the line, 
shook many hands and told her friends 
that she was more confident than over of 
acquittal. 


The opening ‘hours to-day were devoted 
to the reading of depositions taken in 
Sioux Falls, Canton, South Dakota and 
Inwood, Io. These covered Mrs, George's 
residence in South Dakota when she was 
there to get a divorce from Sample C. 
George. Yjections were made to some 
Matter and there was a great deal of con- 
troversy between attorneys. The deposi- 
tions read may be summarized as follows: 
Charles M. Seeley testified that during 
the winter of 1891 and 1 Mrs. George 
stopped at his hotel in Canton, 8. D., and 
that Saxton came there for a week.

The State rested yesterday afternoon. 
The defense opened with the presentation 
of several depositions, but without an- 
nouncing its actual line of defense. The 
only hint of this was in an interrogation 
to Lawyer W. O. Werntz, who was re- 
called for a moment on cross examination. 
Mr. Welty asked “what was Mrs, George's 
appearance when she called to see you be- 
fore the shooting of Saxton.”’ 

“Her face was flushed when Mrs, George 

lecuesed her troubles with Saxton,”’ 

“What else did you notice?’ 

“She gesticulated with her arms,” eaid 
Mr. Werntz as he leaned over the witness 
box to illustrate. 

The questions and answer at once sug- 

ted to observers and lawyers that the 
efense would be emotional insanity. Ob- 
jection was raised to admission of deposi- 
tions, Which the State argued could be 
competent only on a certain line of de- 
fense. Judge Taylor decided for the de- 
fense. He said that if the plea of not guil- 
ty presumed insanity as a defense it was 
competent to show whether premeditation 
had existed and whether grounds existed 
for supposing insanity. He quoted from 
the New York Court of Appeals decision 
in the case of Marie Barberi, adding that 
the circumstances in the two cases were 
parallel to a atriking degree. The wise- 
acres within the inclosure put two and two 
together and agreed that emotional insan- 
ity would be the plea, Mr. Grant, who is 
assisting the state said: “I certainly think 
that this will be the defense.”’ 


Police Sergeant Hasler was cross-exam- 
ined. It appeared that this stalwart fellow 
had met the State's attorneys after his 
cross examination Saturday, he returned to 
the witness box with strengthened nerves,

admitting later that the chambers of the 
revolver were empty. Hasler denied that 
he had ever received promises of pa 
the State for his services. An eifort to 
show that Hasler had secured the revolver 
upon instructions from Mayor Rice was 
ruled out by the court. 

Then followed a determined effort to place 
in evidence the threatening and obscene 
unsigned letter which Mrs. George is al- 
leged to have sent to Saxton. 

ichael Barr, a ostoffice clerk, was 
again called to identify Mrs. George's hand- 
Writing and later Postoffice Inspector 
Owens testified that he had first seen this 
letter In the hands of Saxton. Owens in. 
Vestigation of this letter brought an en- 
Gictment which is still pending in the United 
States Circuit Court.

George against Saxton, repeated to many 
different people, to the differences between 
them which were known to exiet and to 
the movements of Mrs. George on the night 
of the tragedy.

He talks freely and told the 
following tale: 

“In 1893 I married Rosie Levy. We lived 
in St. Louis then. I was working and made 
a good living. In the course of time @ 
baby boy was born to us. We called him 
Sammy. The baby was crippled and we 
spent much money doctering him. I lost 
my place and went to New York, where I 
got work. I sent for my wife and baby. 
They came and the baby got worse. It 
was fully 18 months old and could not say 
a word. <A little girl was born to us and 
she died. Sammy grew no better and we 
turned him over to Randall’s Island, where 
he could have better treatment. 

“He improved. The doctors treated him 
and the lameness disappeared.

I went 
to see him often. Finally I concluded to 
return to St. Louls. When I got here I 
obtained work and fixed up a home.

CONFESSED THE PECULATION. 


‘ 
An Old and Trusted Employe Admiis 
He Committed a Crime Which Is 
Yet Unexplained. 


As exclusively stated In the late edition 
of the Post-Dispatch Monday, Walter Gray, 
a bookkeeper in the office of the Federal 
Subtreasury, was arrested at 4:15 o'clock 
Monday afternoon on a Warrant charging 
him with the embezzlement of $760. 

Gray is 38 years old and has a large fam- 
ily, who live at 2741 Allen avenue. The 
penalty for the crime charged may. be $3000 
fine or five years at hard labor in the peni- 
tentiary, or both. 

Gray confessed to having misappropriated 
$760 and begged to be permitted to make it 
up and be spared punishment. This way 
out of the trouble was not permitted him 
and he passed the night in the City Jail. 

It is alleged that Gray embezzled $760 on 
March 13 jJast. At that time a letter con- 
taining a draft for $70 from the First Na- 
tional Bank at Duquoin, Lil, paseed through 
his hands. This sum was to redeem bank 
notes made by the First National that had 
been destroyed by the Treasury Depart- 
ment. The Subtreasury at St. Louis re- 
ceives such drafts as that one and credits 
them to the accounts of the banks Kept in 
their book. At the end of each month the 
amounts thus received -are remitted to 
Washington in a lump sum. 

In Gray's confession he stated that it had 
been his intention to keep the deficit from 
becoming known until he could make it 
good, which he had hoped would be shortly. 
He became ill about @ week ago and was 
compelled to remain away from the office. 
During this absence the discrepancy was 
discovered. 

Gray claims that he lost his money 
speculation.

TOOK A GENTLEMAN'S DRINK. 


HE ALSO INSISTS THAT HE IS NOT 
IMMORAL. | 


Bearing of the Man Under ie on the 
Stand Is Composed Save for a 
Few Outbursts of 
Feeling. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

FULTON, Mo., April 18.—Dr. J. T. 
Coombs, Superintendent of the Fulton Asy- 
tum, replied to his accusers before the See 
Committee this morning. He entered a 
denial to the charges of immorality, ad- 
mitted that he drank occasionally, but de- 
nied that he was ever drunk. 

His bearing on-the stand was generally 
composed, but occasionally he showed con- 
siderable feeling. Dr. Coombs was the first 
witness called this morning. 
folk was the first questioner. 
told of his practice before he 
perintendent of the Asylum and the posi- 
tions he held as teacher in medical col- 
leges. He said that when-he became Su- 
pevenceriiens the institution was “‘hecoming 

ecrepit and badly in need of repairs.”’ 

He told ‘how he cleaned and beautified it. 
On April 13, 1897, there were 64 patients, 
while now there are 824. He expressed the 
opinion that this increase was not due gole- 
ly to an increase of insane persons. About 
150 of these patients were supported by pri- 
vate means.

My drinking has 
periodical, and my taste has never become 
fixed in that direction. Semetimes several] 
weeks have gone by without my drinking, 
and then I would take a few drinks.”

I had 
three or fotr drinks of whisky, As to size 
of the drinks, I don’t remember except that

“THE LITTLE CORPORAL.” 


Francis Wilson's new opera, ‘The Little 
Corporal,”’ will not beaf dissection, but de- 
spite that fact—or possibly because of it— 
it is a pleasing thing to see and hear, It 
is funny, and that is the first essential of 
a comic opera. And the music has a jolly 
lilt to it that tickles the untrained ear, 
though those who know about bipyramidal 
duodecahedrons and such things regard it as 


trifling. Mr. Wilson and Miss Lulu Glaser 
are on the stage most of the time, and 
they keep busy contributing to the galety 
of the hour.
